I  have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  the  Seventy-ninth  Annual  Report  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Insurance  for  the  year  1958  (business  for  the  year  ended 
December  31,  1957).  This  Report  includes  the  Preliminary  Tables  respecting 
1957  business  as  printed  under  date  June  18,  1958.

The  first  division,  entitled  "Annual  Statements,"  contains  extracts  from 
the  Annual  Statements  filed  with  the  Department  by  all  licensed  insurers, 
other  than  those  companies  which  are  registered  under  either  The  Canadian 
and  British  Insurance  Companies  Act,  1932,  or  The  Foreign  Insurance  Com- 
panies Act,  1932  (Dominion  Acts). 

Division  II,  entitled  "Annual  Statement  Abstracts,"  contains  tabulated 
summaries  showing  the  financial  condition  of  all  joint-stock,  mutual  and  cash- 
mutual  insurance  companies  (other  than  life)  and  fraternal  societies  not 
registered  under  the  above  mentioned  Dominion  Insurance  Acts.  Some  dis- 
crepancies may  be  observed  between  the  figures  shown  in  these  tables  and 
those  shown  in  the  statements  of  individual  insurers  in  Division  I,  the  latter 
containing  changes  made  as  a  result  of  inspection  reports.  In  such  cases  the 
figures  included  in  Division  I  should  be  understood  to  prevail. 

Division  III,  entitled  "Non-profit  Hospital  and  Medical  Services  Associa- 
tions," contains  tables  showing  in  summary  form  the  assets,  liabilities,  income 
and  expenditure,  together  with  the  number  of  subscribers  and  persons  covered 
for  all  Associations  registered  under  The  Prepaid  Hospital  and  Medical  Services 
Act. 

Division  IV  entitled  "Investment  Contract  Companies,"  a  new  division 
appearing  in  this  report  for  the  first  time,  contains  extracts  from  financial 
statements  filed  with  the  Department  by  all  companies  licensed  under  the 
Investment  Contracts  Act.

Fraternal  Insurance 

Total  premiums  and  dues  collected  from  members  in  Ontario  during  1957 
amounted  to  $6. 109,827  as  compared  with  $6, 124,968  in  1956.  Disbursements 
to  policyholders  and  beneficiaries  (excluding  expenses)  amounted  to  S3, 954, 691 
in  1957  as  compared  with  $4,621,288  in  1956. 

New  business  written  in  1957  amounted  to  $33,000,000  as  compared  with 
830,000,000  in  1956.  Mortuary  certificates  in  force  (Adult  and  Juvenile)  in 
Ontario  amounted  to  SI 85,000.000,  which  represents  an  increase  of  S9, 000, 000 
over  the  1956  figure.  Mortuary  certificates  in  force  have  increased  steadily 
since  1941  when  thev  amounted  to  S75,398,000.

The  general  experience  of  the  farmers'  mutual  fire  insurance  companies  of 
Ontario,  while  not  as  good  as  in  previous  years,  continued,  on  the  whole,  to  be 
favourable  in  1957. 
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Net  insurance  in  force  again  increased  by  70  million  (4.4%)  to  $1,669,000,- 
000  in  1957.  While  this  is  a  considerable  increase,  it  is  less  than  increases  of 
$54  million  (3.4%)  in  1956,  $56  million  (3.8%)  in  1955,  $58  million  (4.1%)  in 
1954,  $88  million  (6.6%)  in  1953,  $124  million  (10.2%)  in  1952,  $151  million 
(14.1%)  in  1951  and  $94  million  (9.6%)  in  1950.  In  the  number  of  direct  policies 
in  force,  1957  showed  a  drop  of  2,916  policies  (1.61%),  to  177,754.  There  had 
been  180,670  direct  policies  in  force  at  31st  December,  1956  and  182,548  direct 
policies  in  force  at  the  end  of  1955  —  a  decrease  of  4,794  (3.1%)  in  policies  in 
force  in  the  past  three  years.  In  the  eight  years  since  the  end  of  1949,  the 
amount  of  direct  insurance  in  force  has  increased  $695,000,000  (or  71.4%)  but 
the  number  of  direct  policies  has  decreased  from  183,091  in  1949  to  177,754  in 
1957  (a  drop  of  5,237,  or  2.9%).  It  had  actually  increased  to  187,696  in  1949-52 
(4,605  or  2.5%),  from  where  it  dropped  9,942  (5.3%)  in  1952-57,  to  177,754 
at  the  end  of  1957.  Reinsurance  ceded  in  force  of  $626,460,000  was  an  increase 
of  $35,713,000  (6.0%)  over  1956  and  $421,460,000  (205.6%)  over  1949.  Out  of 
$1,669,000,000  of  direct  insurance  in  force  at  the  end  of  1957,  $629,859,000 
(37.7%)  had  been  exchanged  as  reinsurance  among  these  companies.  The 
average  direct  policy  increased  $539.59  (16.43%)  to  $9,405.79  in  1957  and 
$5,947.79  (172.0%)  since  1940.  The  average  NET  direct  policy  increased 
$421.48  (7.51%)  to  $6,028.71  in  1957  and  $2,832  (88.1%)  since  1940. 

Net  losses  paid  increased  $183,000  to  a  record  high  of  $3,140,000  and  net 
losses  incurred  showed  a  moderate  increase  of  $18,000  to  $2,980,000.  Manage- 
ment expense  is  up  $92,000  (9.3%)  at  $1,079,000.  In  cents  per  $100  of  the 
average  net  amount  of  insurance  in  force  in  1957,  management  cost  is  up  .33c 
at  6.6c  in  1957  and  loss  cost  is  down  .61c  at  18.24c  in  1957,  to  produce  a  net 
decrease  in  the  cost  of  $100  of  insurance  to  the  companies  of  .28c  at  24.85c. 
Cost  to  the  members  (net  premiums  earned)  was  down  from  26.10c  to  25.92c  — 
a  decrease  of  .09c.  This  was  further  reduced  by  .66c  to  25.26c  by  deducting 
$108,400  of  Refunds  from  Surplus  declared  by  6  companies  in  1957.  Interest 
earned  of  $451,011  (3.7c)  is  sufficient  to  provide  for  $98,356  (1.7c)  spent  for 
fire  prevention  and  still  leave  about  2.0c  to  add  to  surplus. 

Net  premiums  written  in  1957  increased  $269,600  over  1956,  to  $4,391,600 
and  net  premiums  earned  were  up  $186,400  at  $4,264,700.  Interest  earned  was 
up  $29,800  at  $451,000.  The  ratio  of  net  losses  incurred  to  net  premiums 
earned  increased  from  72.5  in  1956  to  73.5  in  1957  —  an  increase  of  1.0,  or 
7.25%,  and  the  ratio  of  management  expense  incurred  to  net  premiums  earned 
showed  a  small  increase  of  1.3  to  25.5%. 

Aggregate  surplus  increased  $340,000  to  $10,796,000  after  providing  $1 14,700 
for  refunds  from  surplus  and  a  net  amount  of  $98,000  for  fire  prevention.  This 
is  equivalent  to  65.8  cents  at  the  end  of  1955,  63.5  cents  at  the  end  of  1956  and 
64.7  cents  at  the  end  of  1957,  for  an  increase  of  1.2c  in  1957.  Liquidity  (excess 
of  bonds  and  cash  over  net  unpaid  losses,  borrowed  money  and  other  cash 
liabilities)  increased  $424,700  to  $12,667,000.  Of  the  64  companies,  40  showed 
substantial  increases  in  surplus,  11  showed  little  change,  up  or  down,  and  12 
companies  showed  substantial  losses  in  1957.  There  were  actually  40  gains, 
totalling  $499,825  and  18  losses,  amounting  to  $168,902.  Ten  companies  were 
hardest  hit— Usborne  &  Hibbert,  $24,967,  Hay  Township  $24,588,  Maple 
Leaf  $18,810,  Eramosa  $14,214,  Grenville  Patron  $14,118,  Dumfries,  North 
&  Waterloo  South,  $13,763,  Norfolk  $13,484,  Peel  County  $9,381,  McKillop 
$9,034  and  Grand  River  $8,976.  Oneida  $4,960  and  Brant  $4,925  were  also 
losers.  The  11  medium  companies  went  from  small  gains  of  $3,430  in  the  West 
Wawanosh,  $3,072  in  the  Peel  &  Maryborough,  $2,817  in  the  Kent  &  Essex, 
$1,268  in  the  Puslinch  and  $391  in  the  Hamilton  Township  to  small  losses  of 
$60  in  the  Howard,  $146  in  the  Townsend,  $564  in  the  Howick,  $989  in  the 
Walpole,  $1,997  in  the  Halton  Union  and  $3,926  in  the  Lennox  &  Addington. 
The  remaining  40  companies  were  excellent,  including  6  companies  which 
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declared  Refunds  from  Surplus  including  the  Lanark,  30%,  after  a  gain  on  the 
j  ear  of  $76,494,  Canadian  Millers,  30%,  after  a  gain  on  the  year  of  $5,316  and 
the  North  &  South  Dorchester,  30%,  after  a  gain  on  the  year  of  $7,117,  Erie, 
25*  |  .  after  a  gain  on  the  year  of  $86,  Otter,  20%,  after  a  gain  on  the  year  of 
$16,939  and  the  Clinton,  20%,  after  a  loss  on  the  year  of  $3,250.  The  North 
Waterloo  gained  $45,691,  the  Farmers'  Union  gained  $35,808,  the  Farmers' 
Central  gained  $32,926,  Lambton  gained  $26,647,  Formosa  gained  $21,871, 
El  rid  gained  $17,610,  Dunwich  gained  $16,236,  South  Easthope  gained 
$16,061,  Yarmouth  $15,668,  East  Williams  $15,095,  Ayr  $14,665,  Nissouri 
$13,350,  Amherst  Island  $955,  Glengarry  $9,903,  Southwold  $9,240,  North 
$8,867,  Hay  of  Quinte  $8,433,  Prescott  $7,876,  Grey  &  Bruce  $7,413 
and  16  other  companies  also  gained  $82,678. 

The  Xorth  Waterloo  Farmers'  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Company  in  March 
1st,  1958  changed  over  from  Ontario  to  Ottawa  registration.  As  previously 
mentioned,  they  have  a  record  as  sound  underwriters  with  Ontario. 

The  two  farmers'  mutual  weather  insurance  companies  continued  to  expand 
in  1957.  with  net  insurance  in  force  up  $48,071,697  to  $404,892,798.  Of  this, 
the  Western  Farmers'  Weather  Insurance  Mutual  Company  increased  $13;843,- 
647  to  $272,446,558  and  the  Ontario  Farmers'  Weather  Insurance  Mutual 
Companv  increased  $34,228,050  to  $132,446,240.  Net  losses  incurred  decreased 
$261,122  to  $211,539.  Surplus  increased  $290,968.56,  $207,867.67  being  in  the 
Western  Farmers'  and  $83,100.89  being  in  the  Ontario  Farmers'.  In  terms  of 
cents  per  $100  of  net  insurance  in  force  at  December  31st,  1957,  this  was 
equivalent  to  a  gain  of  7.18  cents  of  which  Ontario  Farmers'  gained  2.05c  to 
15.11c  and  Western  Farmers'  gained  5. 13  c  to  17.74c.  The  schedule  of  rates  has 
now  been  adopted  by  28  fire  companies,  24  with  Ontario  Farmers'  and  4  with 
Western,  on  urban  and  suburban  risks  only.  It  is  spreading  slowly,  but  steadily.

The  figures  shown  in  the  foregoing  table  afford  a  rough  indication  of  the 
underwriting  experience  of  the  companies  in  the  aggregate  from  the  standpoint 
of  the  shareholders  or  members  of  the  several  companies;  they  do  not  indicate 
the  reasonableness  of  the  premium  rates  shown  in  any  particular  manual  of 
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rates  or  charged  by  any  particular  company,  because  insurers  which  are  not 
member  companies  of  the  Canadian  Underwriters'  Association  write  approxi- 
mately sixty  per  cent  of  the  automobile  insurance  premiums  reported  for 
Ontario  at  "non-tariff"  rates,  which  are  generally  lower  than  "tariff"  rates.

Non-profit  Hospital  and  Medical  Services 
Associations 

There  are  four  Non-profit  Associations  and  thirty-six  Co-operative  Associa- 
tions registered  under  The  Prepaid  Hospital  and  Medical  Services  Act,  and 
financial  information  on  these  for  their  fiscal  years  ending  in  1957  with  com- 
parative figures  for  1956  is  tabulated  in  Part  III  of  this  report. 

Total  assets  of  the  four  Non-profit  Associations  have  increased  from  $25.3 
million  to  $31.4  million  in  1957.  The  surplus  and  general  reserves  of  these 
associations  increased  from  $11.0  million  to  $14.7  million  in  the  year.  Pro- 
portionately the  surplus  and  reserves  show  an  increase  from  the  previous  year, 
being  20.4%  of  total  claims  incurred  as  compared  with  18.1%  in  1956.  The 
surplus  and  reserves  represent  $3.60  per  person  covered  as  compared  with 
SS3.05  in  1956. 
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Total  assets  of  the  thirty-six  Co-operatives  increased  from  $2.5  million  to 
$2.9  million  in  the  year,  while  the  total  of  surplus,  general  reserves,  patronage 
refunds  and  member  loans  increased  from  $552,000  to  $682,000,  which  repre- 
sents 21.2'  ,  of  claims  in  1957  as  compared  with  19.3%  in  1956.  This  is  the 
equivalent  of  $2.00  per  person  covered  as  compared  with  $1.79  in  the  previous 
year. 

Total  income  of  all  Associations  increased  from  $67.3  million  to  $83.8  million 
with  the  Co-operatives  contributing  $684,000  of  this  increase. 

Total  expenditure  for  claims  and  administrative  expenses  increased  from 
$67.6  million  to  $80.0  million  and  the  surplus  for  the  year  for  all  Associations 
was  S3, 860, 000  as  compared  with  a  deficit  of  $327,000  in  1956.  The  following 
table  shows  the  percentage  of  claims  incurred  and  of  administrative  expenses 
to  premiums  earned  for  1957  and  1956.

From  this  table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Non-profit  Associations  showed  a 
decrease  in  Hospital  claims  incurred  and  an  increase  in  Other  Plan  claims 
incurred  over  1956.  In  the  case  of  the  Co-operatives  both  Hospital  and  Other 
Plan  claims  incurred  showed  a  decrease. 

The  table  on  coverage  shows  that  the  number  of  persons  covered  under 
hospital  plans  has  increased  in  1957  to  2,674,000  representing  an  increase  over 
the  previous  year  of  6.1%.  On  other  plans  the  number  of  persons  covered 
increased  to  1,755,000,  representing  an  increase  over  the  previous  year  of  12.8%.

above. 

Checking:  The  reserves  were  checked  by  completing  the  work  in  duplicate,  and,  in  the  case  of  business  in  force 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  by  balancing  the  year-end  reserves  to  the  reserves  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year,  and,  in  the  case  of  movements  in,  by  valuing  at  duration  one  year  and  checking  the 
reserves  against  previously  prepared  tables.  Movements  out  were  written  off  for  the  amounts  at 
which  they  stood  in  the  books. 

Fraternal  business  assumed  by  this  Company  was  valued  on  the  general  principles  outlined  above,  but  a  rate  of 
interest  of  3J/2%  was  used,  together  with  modified  gross  premiums. 

Pension  bonds  with  insurance  were  valued  by  accumulating  the  net  premium  at  ilA%  interest. 
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Children's  deferred  insurance  policies  were  valued  by  accumulating  the  net  premium  at  3%  interest. 

The  reserves  determined  in  accordance  with  the  foregoing  equal  or  exceed  those  required  by  the  Ontario  Insurance 

Act. 

For  vested  annuity  contracts  involving  life  contingencies,  the  basis  of  valuation  was  the  Standard  Annuity  Table 
with  3%  interest.  Contracts  for  single  premium  deferred  annuities  and  immediate  annuities  for  periods  certain  were 
valued  on  an  interest  basis  of  3%.  Contracts  issued  as  annual  premium  deferred  annuities,  not  involving  life  contin- 
gencies during  the  deferred  period,  were  valued  on  a  2>Vi%  interest  basis  for  issues  prior  to  1941,  on  a  3%  interest 
basis  for  issues  of  1941  to  1946,  and  on  a  2  }£%  interest  basis  for  issues  thereafter,  using  the  method  of  accumulating  the 
net  premium  at  interest.  The  foregoing  valuations  bases  provide  reserves  in  excess  of  the  requirements  of  the  Ontario 
Insurance  Act. 

(a)  Policies  issued  at  premiums  corresponding  to  ages  higher  than  the  true  ages  were  valued  as  at  the  rated-up  age. 

(b)  Policies  issued  subject  to  a  lien  or  contingent  debt  were  valued  for  the  full  amount  of  insurance. 

(c)  Policies  issued  on  lives  which  are  classed  as  substandard  are  included  in  categories  (a),  (b)  and  (c).  . 

(d)  Policies  on  special  lives:  none  in  force. 

(e)  Policies  issued  at,  or  subject  to.  an  extra  premium  payable  either  in  one  sum  or  annually;  ordinarily  the  latter  only 
are  issued  and  a  reserve  equal  to  50%  of  the  gross  extra  premium  is  provided  in  the  valuation. 

(f)  For  policies  providing  for  disability  benefits,  waiver  of  premium  and  other  benefits  (waiver  of  premiums  only  and 
waiver  of  premiums  with  monthly  income  without  the  deduction  from  the  sum  insured)  the  additional  liability 
was  determined  as  follows: 

(i)  Before  the  occurrence  of  disability,  by  the  accumulation  without  interest  of  50%  of  the  gross  extra  premium 
for  disability  from  the  date  of  issue  on  the  policies  in  force  as  at  the  date  of  valuation; 

(ii)  After  the  occurrence  of  disability  the  reserve  provided  was  the  present  value  of  the  future  income  payments 
and  premiums  to  be  waived  on  the  basis  of  Hunter's  disability  table  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  3%  per  annum. 

(g)  Policies  providing  for  additional  accidental  death  benefits  were  valued  as  follows:  For  all  premium  paying  policies 
in  force  a  reserve  of  .90  cents  per  $1,000  for  the  benefits  was  set  up  and  in  addition  thereto  for  policies  where  the 
premium  paying  period  was  less  than  the  period  of  coverage,  the  excess  amount  of  the  premium  paid  for  the  double 
indemnity  benefit  over  $1.25  per  $1,000,  such  excess  being  accumulated  at  3%  interest  per  annum.  For  paid-up- 
policies  a  reserve  on  the  A24-29  3%  basis  sufficient  to  provide  $1.00  per  annum  per  $1,000  to  the  termination  of 
the  benefits  was  provided. 

(h)  Settlement  annuities:  Reserves  were  computed  on  the  basis  of  3%  interest  with  mortality  on  the  1937  Standard 
Annuitants  Table. 

(i)  The  foregoing  statement  appears  to  cover  any  other  special  classes. 


(2)   Items  of  Special  Reserves: 

(a)  Future  expenses  on  paid-up  assurances  are  reserved  for  at  the  rate  of  $1.00  per  annum  for  the  remaining  duration  of 
the  contract  per  $1,000  sum  assured  according  to  the  A24/29  ult.  3%.  For  limited  payment  cases,  a  sum  sufficient, 
according  to  the  A24/29  ult.  3%  table,  to  set  up  a  reserve  of  zero  at  the  duration  one  year,  and  the  foregoing 
reserve  for  paid-up  cases  on  the  policies  becoming  paid  up,  is  set  aside  annually. 

(b)  These  cases  are  extremely  few,  and  the  gross  reserves  for  each  section  greatly  exceed  the  benefits  in  the  contract. 

(c)  To  provide  any  amount,  in  excess  of  the  cash  held,  which  may  be  made  available  upon  the  reinstatement  of  lapsed 
policies;  no  provision  for  this  item  was  made  as  the  volume  of  policies  lapsing  always  exceeds  the  amount  of 
reinstatement. 

(d)  To  cover  the  option  of  renewal  under  term  policies,  no  reserve  was  provided. 

(e)  To  cover  the  option  of  conversion  either  during  the  fixed  term  or  at  the  end  thereof  into  higher  premium  policies, 
the  premium  for  the  new  policy  being  fixed  according  to  the  age  at  entry  or  the  age  of  conversion,  no  reserve 
was  provided. 

(f)  To  cover  any  other  contingency;  excepting  for  the  special  contingency  reserve  noted  in  the  balance  sheet  and  the 
provision  for  death  and  disability  claims,  no  items  of  special  reserve  other  than  those  described  above  appeared 
to  be  necessary. 

II  —  ALLOCATION  OF  SURPLUS 

(1)  The  basis  for  the  distribution  of  surplus  as  between  shareholder  and  policyholders.  A  separation  of  funds  of  the 
Company  as  between  participating  policies,  non-participating  policies  and  shareholders  has  been  made. 

(2)  The  method  by  which  the  dividends  for  each  class  of  assurance  policies  and  annuity  contracts  were  computed. 
The  distribution  of  surplus  is  made  on  a  two  factor  contribution  method  comprised  as  follows:  (i)  The  excess  of 
the  gross  premium  over  the  experience  net  premium  plus  actual  expenses  and  (ii)  The  margin  of  net  interest 
earned  over  the  amount  required  to  maintain  policy  reserves. 

As  a  basis  for  the  first  factor,  the  excess  of  the  A24/29  select  2  lA%  over  the  corresponding  3%  net  level  premium, 
plus  an  adjustment,  increasing  with  age  at  entry,  is  used,  these  factors  applying  to  rate  series  currently  being  issued. 
An  adjustment  in  respect  of  differences  between  past  and  present  gross  premiums  is  made  on  cases  issued  on  past  rate 
series.  The  basis  for  conversion  to,  and  surrender  of,  bonus  additions  was  A24/29  ult.  3%,  and  the  premium  reduction 
option  was  on  3%  certain. 

No  distinction  in  dividend  class  is  made  between  policies  with  and  without  disability  benefits.

STATEMENT  OF  ACTUARIAL  LIABILITIES 

1.  Ordinary  Insurance. 

This  was  valued  according  to  the  Canadian  modification  principle  as  defined  in  the  Dominion  Insurance  Act  on 
the  1941  CSO  Table  of  Mortality  at  a  rate  of  interest  of  3%. 

There  were  no  ordinary  disability  benefits  in  force,  nor  policies  providing  additional  accidental  death  benefits,  nor 
settlement  annuities  elected,  or  any  other  special  class  of  policies. 

Since  no  single  premium  or  limited  payment  contracts  were  issued,  no  reserve  was  held  for  future  expenses  on  such 
policies. 

There  were  no  lapsed  policies  subject  to  reinstatement  and,  therefore,  no  reserve  was  held  for  this. 

There  were  no  term  policies  in  force  and,  therefore,  no  reserve  was  held  for  a  renewal  and  conversion  option  of  term 
policies. 

2.  Group  Life  Insurance. 

All  group  insurance  was  sold  on  the  1-Year  Term  insurance  plan.  Therefore,  no  reserves  were  held  other  than  tha' 
of  premiums  which  had  fallen  due  but  which  remained  unearned  because  the  period  covered  by  the  premium  had 
not  elapsed.

ides     However,  the  premium  is  designed  to  cover  this  feature  and,  therefore,  the  unearned  premium  reserve  was 
ered  to  be  adequate  not  onlj  to  cover  the  benefit  payable  in  the  event  of  death,  but  also  to  cover  the  risk  of 
disability  and  the  possibility  of  conversion. 

There  were  no  settlement  annuities  elected,  nor  any  other  special  class  of  policies. 

I  enefits  wore  considered  as  part  of  the  accidental  death  and  dismemberment  benefit  and 

ten  valued  as  accident  and  sickness  insurance.

All  group  annuity  contracts  in  force  take  the  form  of  paid-up  single  premium  annuity  business,  and  the  reserve  for 
this  was  calculated  as  the  present  value  of  the  benefits  according  to  the  1937  Standard  Annuity  Table  at  a  rate  of 

interest  of  3  34%. 

Any  disability  benefits  provided  by  group  annuity  contracts  were  benefits  to  be  taken  in  lieu  of  other  benefits  and, 
re,  represented  no  additional  reserve  to  be  held. 

There  were  no  special  classes  of  policies. 

Si  nee  group  annuities  involve  the  continual  purchasing  of  additional  units  of  paid-up  insurance,  the  bulk  of  future 
•  |    ases  represents  the  handling  of  additional  units,  and  it  was  anticipated  that  the  additional  small  cost  of  handling 
the  present  annuities  in  force  could  be  included  in  the  premium  for  future  additional  units. 

4.  General. 

In  the  case  of  all  the  above  lines  of  business,  there  were  no  substandard  policies,  nor  policies  on  special  lives,  nor 
policies  with  an  extra  premium. 

In  addition,  for  all  classes  there  was  no  situation  where  benefits  granted  at  any  time  may  exceed  the  reserves. 

No  contingency  reserve  was  held  for  any  line  of  business. 

There  were  no  ordinary  annuities  sold  directly  by  this  Company.

For  a  large  proportion  of  the  business,  the  same  mortality  table  has  been  used  for  reserves  as  that  employed  in 
determining  guaranteed  values;  where  not  so,  the  table  used  provides  for  reserves  in  excess  of  the  guaranteed  values. 
The  age  at  entry,  which  was  the  same  as  that  used  in  determining  the  premium,  was  taken  as  the  age  nearest  birthday 
at  issue.

Policies  issued  at  premiums  corresponding  to  ages  higher  than  the  true  ages  were  treated  as  being  on  lives  actually 
at  the  rated-up  ages. 

Policies  subject  to  a  lien  or  contingent  debt  were  valued  in  the  same  manner  as  if  there  were  no  lien  nor  contingent 

debt. 

All  policies  issued  on  substandard  lives  are  either  advanced  in  age,  subject  to  a  lien  or  subject  to  an  extra  premium. 
Policies  are  classified  as  standard  or  as  substandard  as  provided  by  (a),  (b)  and  (c)  above. 

There  are  no  policies  in  force  which  were  issued  subject  to  a  single  extra  premium  covering  extra  mortality  assumed 
to  be  effective  for  more  than  a  period  of  one  year  from  the  date  of  issue.  For  policies  subject  to  an  annual  extra  premium, 
50%  of  the  total  annual  extra  premiums  were  held  as  a  reserve. 

The  following  reserves  were  held  for  disability  benefits:  (i)  before  the  occurrence  of  disability,  50%  of  the  total 
^ross  premiums  received  to  date  is  held  as  a  reserve,  (ii)  a  fully  paid-up  reserve  is  held  on  disability  claims  providing 
for  the  Waiver  of  Premium  Benefit  in  the  Industrial  Branch,  (hi)  in  the  Ordinary  Branch,  in  addition  to  the  regular 
policy  reserve,  there  is  held  the  present  value  of  premiums  to  be  waived  and  of  monthly  income  payable  secured  by 
multiplying  the  net  level  premium  and  annual  income  for  the  policy  by  the  disability  annuity  values  according  to 
Hunter's  Disability  Table  with  interest  at  3%. 

For  the  accidental  death  benefit  a  reserve  has  been  set  up  amounting  to  50%  of  the  corresponding  whole  life 
annual  double  indemnity  premium  on  other  than  debit  business  plus  the  accumulation  at  5%  compound  interest  of  the 
excess  premiums  paid  for  double  indemnity  since  date  of  issue  over  the  corresponding  whole  life  annual  double  in- 
demnity premiums. 

For  the  Reimbursement  of  Premiums  Benefit,  a  reserve  is  held  equal  to  75%  of  all  premiums  received  to  date  of 

valuation. 

2.     Items  of  Special  Reserve 

(a     No  special  reserves  are  held  to  cover  future  expenses  for  Limited  Payment  and  Single  Premium  assurance  or 

Annuity  contracts.  It  is  assumed  that  these  expenses  will  be  met  from  excess  interest  earnings. 
ib»   No  benefits  are  granted  which  are  in  excess  of  the  reserves  held. 

(c)  Reserves  of  $145,000  for  Ordinary  business  and  $355,000  for  Industrial  business,  were  held  re  policies  lapsed  which 

may  be  reinstated  in  the  future. 

(d)  Our  term  policies  are  not  renewable. 

(e)  No  special  reserve  is  maintained  to  cover  the  option  of  conversion  to  a  higher  premium  policy. 

(f     A  special  reserve  of  $90,067  is  held  in  the  Ordinary  Non-Par  account,  of  $3,967  in  the  Group  Annuity  Par  account 
and  of  $61,055  in  the  Group  Annuity  Non-Par  account  re  changes  in  valuation  bases  to  be  made  in  the  future. 


II  —  ALLOCATION  OF  SURPLUS 

( 1 )  Profits  arising  from  Participating  policies  and  paid  or  credited  in  1957  were  divided  90%  to  policyholders  and  10% 

to  shareholders.

Pe  is  an  experience  net  premium  based  on  a  mortality  table  reflecting  recent  mortality  experienced  by  the 

Company  and  with  interest  at  3%. 
C  is  a  flat  charge  varying  by  average  size  of  policy  within  a  dividend  classification  and  by  duration. 
IV  is  the  initial  reserve  according  to  the  A  1924-29,  3%,  modified  (Canadian  Method)  basis. 

For  quinquennial  dividend  business,  the  annual  dividends  determined  by  the  above  formula  are  accumulated  at 
rates  of  interest  varying  between  8  3/j%  in  the  first  quinquennium  to  4%%  in  the  fourth  quinquennium,  such  rates 
being-  taken  to  allow  for  both  withdrawals  and  interest. 

No  dividends  have  been  converted  into  premium  reductions.  For  conversion  to  bonus,  the  OM  (5)  3%  net  single 
premiums  are  used.  Cash  surrender  values  are  granted  on  bonus  additions  on  the  basis  of  the  OM  (5)  3%  reserve.  No 
dividends  have  been  used  to  reduce  the  premium  payment  term  or  the  endowment  term.  No  distinctions  have  been 
made  in  the  distribution  of  dividends  as  between  contracts  containing  disability  and  those  without  such  benefit. 

In  the  Industrial  Branch,  dividends  are  payable  at  the  termination  of  a  contract  by  maturity  at  the  completion 
of  the  endowment  period  or  in  the  event  of  termination  by  death  providing  policy  has  been  in  force  at  least  two  years. 
Dividends  are  payable  as  percentages  of  the  amount  of  insurance  and  vary  according  to  the  number  of  years  for  which 
premiums  have  been  paid. 
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III  — ACCIDENT  AND  SICKNESS  INSURANCE 

Aggregate  Reserve 

Group  —  The  unearned  premium  reserve  is  determined  according  to  the  unexpired  term  until  the  next  premium 
due  date  for  each  group  contract.  (Most  of  the  contracts  are  on  the  monthly  premium  basis  and,  of 
these,  a  large  proportion  are  payable  on  the  first  day  of  the  month.) 

The  present  value  of  amounts  not  yet  due  on  claims  is  determined  by  a  review  of  past  experience. 
The  reserve  for  contingent  benefits,  maternity,  is  determined  by  a  review  of  past  experience  relative 
to  those  contracts  where  the  maternity  benefit  is  a  deferred  benefit. 

The  reserve  for  claims  fluctuations  is  a  special  reserve  against  unforeseen  circumstances  which  could 
produce  unusual  losses. 

Ordinary  —  The  unearned  premium  reserve  is  determined  as  being  one  half  of  the  premiums  in  force. 

The  present  value  of  amounts  not  yet  due  on  claims  is  determined  by  a  review  of  all  outstanding 
claims  and  adding  the  probable  maximum  payments  to  be  made  with  respect  to  each  such  claim.

STATEMENT  OF  ACTUARIAL  LIABILITIES 

Policies  were  grouped  according  to  plans  of  insurance,  years  of  issue,  and  ages.  The  valuation  was  made  on  the 
basis  of  the  Canadian  Table  of  Mortality  CM  (5)  for  all  plans  except  a  non-participating  special  life  plan  which  was 
valuated  on  the  basis  of  the  mortality  table  A24-29.  The  mean  reserves  modified  in  accordance  with  the  Canadian 
Insurance  Act  were  used,  with  3%  interest  on  the  regular  plans  and  with  3  lA%  interest  on  non-participating  low  rates 
life  plans.  The  reserves  for  group  policies  were  considered  as  being  half  of  the  gross  premiums. 

Policies  issued  at  premiums  corresponding  to  ages  higher  than  the  true  ages  were  valuated  at  the  higher  ages. 
Liens  were  disregarded. 

There  were  no  policies  on  substandard  lives. 

Policies  were  valued  as  if  no  extra  premiums  had  been  charged  on  special  lives. 

Before  the  occurrence  of  disability,  the  reserve  for  the  waiver  of  premiums  benefit  was  considered  equal  to  $0.50 
per  thousand  of  insurance.  After  the  occurrence  of  disability,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  reserves  on  the  policies,  the 
premiums  waived  were  valued  by  the  mean  Hunter's  disability  annuity  values  with  3%  interest. 

The  reserve  for  the  additional  accidental  death  benefit  was  calculated  as  being  $0.65  per  thousand  of  insurance 
and  for  limited  payments  policies  the  additional  premiums  received  were  accumulated  at  3%  interest. 

No  annuities  were  issued  to  lives  classed  as  under  average. 

The  standard  1937  table  with  3%  interest  was  used  in  valuing  supplementary  contracts  involving  life  contingencies. 
Payments  under  other  supplementary  contracts  not  involving  life  contingencies  were  valued  with  annuities  certain 
with  3%  interest. 

Group  annuities  were  valued  according  to  the  Ga-1951  table  projected  19  years  (Scale  B)  with  3}4%  interest. 
There  were  no  special  reserves. 


ALLOCATION  OF  SURPLUS 

(1)  The  surplus  to  be  distributed  as  between  policyholders  and  shareholders  is  to  be  distributed  on  a  proportion  of 
at  least  90%  to  the  policyholders. 

(2)  The  dividends  on  participating  policies  were  computed  by  a  contribution  method  using  three  factors:  loading, 
interest,  and  mortality,  as  follows:  A  percentage  of  the  gross  premiums  ranging  from  4%  in  the  first  year  to  7  }4%  in 
the  twentieth  year,  $1.50  per  thousand  of  amount  at  risk,  and  %  of  1%  on  the  mid-year  reserves.

STATEMENT  OF  ACTUARIAL  LIABILITIES 

Premiums  used  in  valuation  are  calculated  by  the  method  stated  in  third  schedule  of  the  Canadian  and  British 
Insurance  Companies  Act,  1932  (as  amended). 

For  policies  issued  on  the  plan  "Annuity  with  Assurance"  (RAA.)  the  amount  at  maturity  (in  case  of  survival) 
as  provided  in  the  policies,  was  taken  into  account. 

For  "Double  Endowment"  (D.D.)  policies,  the  valuation  is  based  on  age  20  (at  issue),  since  the  reserve  for  such 
policies  depends  but  very  little  on  the  age  (at  issue),  premiums  being  the  same  for  all  ages,  and  since  reserves  for  higher 
ages  than  20  (at  issue)  are  generally  smaller. 

For  the  "Caisse  de  Remboursement"  contracts  (complementary  contracts  to  the  certificates  of  the  "Pension 
Fund"),  the  valuation  has  been  made  on  the  basis  of  the  accumulation  at  3%  of  60%  of  the  regular  premiums  ($1.00 
per  share).  The  comparison  of  such  valuation  with  the  mathematical  reserve  (actuarial  liabilities)  computed  on  the 
Cm  (5)  Mortality  Table  3%  on  the  basis  of  an  eventual  pension  of  less  than  $6.00  per  share  and  on  the  net  premiums 
proves  that  the  said  accumulation  (on  the  basis  of  $0.60  per  share)  is  more  than  sufficient.  The  few  other  complementary 
contracts  to  the  certificates  of  the  Pension  Fund  are  valued  on  the  same  method  (accumulation). 

Valuation  of  assurance  policies  and  annuity  contracts. 

Policies  issued  at  premiums  corresponding  to  ages  higher  than  true  ages  are  valued  as  policies  issued  at  higher  ages. 

In  valuation,  we  did  not  take  into  consideration  the  liens,  except  liens  from  legal  restrictions  (children  before 
age  5)  and  liens  in  "Double  Endowment"  (D.D.)  policies  and  in  Estate  policies. 

For  policies  issued  subject  to  single  or  annual  extra  premiums  (occupational  hazards  or  substandard  risks),  an 
additional  reserve  equal  to  one-half  (50%)  of  the  gross  annual  premium  (or  single)  was  held. 

50%  of  the  extra  premium  for  "Waiver  of  premiums  in  event  of  total  disability"  was  carried  as  the  reserve. 

For  policies  providing  waiver  of  premiums  after  the  occurrence  of  disability,  an  additional  reserve  for  the  value 
of  premiums  waived  was  calculated  on  the  basis  of  Cm  (5)  3%  (only  1  policy  of  this  kind). 

For  the  valuation  of  Monthly  Income  Disability  Benefits,  a  pure  accumulation  of  net  premiums  (90%  of  gross 
premiums)  was  made  at  a  rate  of  3%. 

For  Double  Indemnity  (accidental  death  benefit)  riders  with  premium  paying  period  equal  to  coverage  period, 
the  reserve  is  equal  to  $0.50  per  $1,000.00  (unearned  premiums).  For  riders  with  a  shorter  premium  paying  period 
than  coverage  period  (limited  payments),  an  additional  reserve  equal  to  difference  between  the  value  of  future  benefits 
by  Cm  (5)  3%  ($1.00  per  $1,000.00  per  year)  and  80%  of  the  value  (same  table)  of  future  premiums.  (For  policies 
issued  after  6/1/57  the  "unearned  premium"  is  $0.40  0/00  and  the  value  of  future  benefits  $0.80  0/00  per  year). 

Special  reserves.  — 

Owing  to  the  fairly  small  number  of  insured  lives  and  the  great  diversity  between  the  insurance  amounts  on  one 
life  and  consequently  the  absence  of  sufficient  compensation  of  mortality,  the  minimum  reserve  computed  on  the 
above  mentioned  basis  has  been  increased  properly;  this  contingency  reserve  computed  on  the  lump,  will  also  serve 
as  special  reserve  for  various  other  purposes,  as: 

(a)  To  cover  future  expenses  for  limited  payment  and  single  premium  assurance  policies  and  for  immediate 
annuity  contracts  (in  cases  where  profits  from  other  sources  as  interest  and  mortality,  would  be  insufficient). 

(b)  For  reinstatement  of  lapsed  policies. 

(c)  For  unreported  and  resisted  claims,  if  provision  for  that  purpose  is  not  sufficient. 

(d)  To  reduce,  if  necessary,  the  valuation  rate  from  3J/£%  to  3%. 

However,  that  increase,  as  in  the  past,  has  not  been  applied  to  the  participating  policies. 


ALLOCATION  OF  SURPLUS 

1.  90%  of  the  surplus  in  the  participating  fund  of  the  ordinary  assurance  and  of  the  ordinary  and  group  annuity 
categories  and  sinking  fund  has  been  credited,  in  1957,  to  an  account  headed  "provision  for  future  dividends  to  policy- 
holders" and  10%  to  shareholders'  surplus  account. 

2.  From  the  provisions  appearing  on  January  1st,  1957  (after  the  allocation  for  1956)  in  each  of  the  participating 
funds  ("assurance"  and  "annuity"),  dividends  have  been  allowed  by  the  Board  of  Directors  to  holders  of  participating 
policies. 

In  1957,  the  dividends  were  attributed  to  each  "ordinary  participating  assurance"  policy,  which  have  been  at 
least  two  years  in  force  and  granted  with  the  payment  of  the  third  premium;  the  computation  of  such  dividends  has 
been  based  on  the  three  following  items:  the  amount  of  insurance,  the  standard  annual  premium  and  the  mathematical 
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reserve  for  each  policy,  as  follows:  I  0  OO,  of  the  amount  of  insurance,  2%  of  the  premium  and  1%  of  the  terminal 
reserve  (i.e.  at  the  end  of  the  insurance  year);  however,  for  the  policies  issued  under  the  "preferred  risk"  plan  (risque 
on  the  amount  of  insurance  was  reduced  to  0.50  o/oo,  these  policies  are  on  the  Cm  (5)  3%  Table. 

Poj  I  '  itj  with  Assurance"  policies  the  dividend  has  been  computed  as  follows:  1  o/oo  of  the  insurance 
amount.  I',   of  the  premium  and  1','  of  the  terminal  reserve. 

Endowment"  (D.D.)  policies  the  dividend  is  established  at  0.5  of  1%  of  the  cash  surrender 
value  at  the  end  of  the  preceding  year  of  insurance.

Por  term  insurances,  dividends  have  been  computed  as  follows:  90%  of  the  difference  between  participating 
remiums  and  non-participating  gross  premiums  increased  with  90%  of  the  difference  between  net  premiums 
calculated  from  Cm  (5)  3%  and  A-1924-29  ZVi%.

The  bonus  additions,  derived  from  the  application  of  dividends,  have  been  established  by  considering  the  dividend 
Dgle  premium,  based  on  the  table  Cm  (5)  3%,  without  any  extra  charge  for  expenses,  (or  A-1924-29 

3? 2%  respectively). 

Policies  issued  with  or  without  the  "disability  waiver  of  premiums"  rider,  have  all  been  treated  on  the  same  basis. 
The  same  remark  applies  to  the  Monthly  Income  Disability  Benefits. 

In  the  "annuity"  accounts,  the  dividend  has  been  determined  so  as  to  allow  the  Company  to  pay  an  even  amount 
for  the  whole  duration  of  the  contract,  providing  the  yield  does  not  fall  below  4.50%.  This  dividend  represents  the 
difference  between  the  annuities  computed  at  the  rate  of  4%  and  the  annuities  computed  at  the  rate  of  the  policy, 
i.e.  2  3*  ,  and  3  >•>%  respectively,  lowering  the  age  of  the  annuitant.

A  —  ORDINARY  INSURANCE 

1 .  The  reserve  cards  are  classified  according  to  the  date  of  the  policy,  the  plan  and  the  age  of  the  insured.  We  have 
separate  classifications  for  our  Par  and  our  Non  Par  business.  For  each  policy  year  of  issue,  each  plan  and  each  age  we 
count  the  number  of  policies  and  the  amount  of  insurance  in  force.  We  multiply  the  reserve  per  thousand  by  the  amount 
of  insurance  for  each  group.  We  have  special  cards  for  each  benefit  added  to  the  policies:  waiver  of  premiums  (total 
disability) ,  double  indemnity  in  case  of  accidental  death,  additional  protection,  family  income.  Waiver  of  premiums 
cards  are  classified  by  year  and  according  to  whether  it  is  limited  pay  life  with  premiums  ceasing  before  age  60  or  not. 
Additional  protection  and  family  income  cards  are  classified  by  policy  year  and  according  to  plan  to  which  added,  Life, 
Endowment,  or  Term,  and  also  according  to  the  duration  of  the  benefit. 

We  have  not  issued  any  policy  with  premiums  based  on  an  age  higher  than  the  actual  age. 

No  modification  has  been  made  to  the  reserve  on  policies  issued  with  a  lien. 

The  same  reserve  for  special  lives  have  been  used  as  for  ordinary  policies. 

The  ordinary  reserve  has  been  increased  by  half  the  extra  premium  collected  on  policies  with  extra  premium. 
The  T.D.W.P.  reserve  is  equal  to  half  the  annual  premiums. 

The  reserve  is  equal  to  the  commuted  value  of  all  the  premiums  the  company  has  waived  for  premium  waiver  after 
disability. 

The  D.I.  reserve  is  equal  to  half  the  annual  premium,  if  the  benefit  period  is  not  longer  than  the  premium  payment 
period.  In  the  other  cases,  the  excess  premiums  received  are  furthermore  accumulated  with  interest  at  3%. 

The  present  value  is  computed  at  3%  for  settlement  annuities. 

There  are  no  other  special  classes  of  policies. 


B  —  GROUP  INSURANCE 

1 .  The  reserve  is  equal  to  half  the  premium  when  the  premium  is  paid  annually. 

Our  ordinary  group  insurance  includes  a  waiver  of  premiums  benefit:  for  each  admitted  disability  case  we  have 
created  a  reserve  of  $800.00  per  $1,000.00  of  insurance. 

Some  contracts  are  automatically  converted  into  a  whole  life  policy  at  a  certain  age:  we  then  take  the  reserve  based 
on  C.S.O.  3%  Comm.  Method. 
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We  have  begun  to  build  a  contingency  reserve  which  will  be  increased  each  year  by  a  percentage  of  the  premiums 
less  dividends,  collected  during  the  year.  This  year,  the  percentage  has  been  of  4%  for  ordinary  group  insurance  and  the 
contingency  reserve  for  Credit  and  Savings  contracts  has  been  brought  to  20%  of  the  collected  premiums. 

2 .  Special  reserves. 

We  have  not  yet  created  any  reserve  for  policies  with  rated-up  age. 
We  have  no  contracts  in  force  subject  to  contingent  debt. 
We  have  no  contracts  on  substandard  lives. 

We  have  very  few  contracts  on  special  lives  and  no  reserve  has  been  created  for  special  lives. 
We  have  no  policies  on  special  lives. 

We  have  built  a  special  reserve  of  $150,000.00  to  foresee  a  future  increase  in  the  age  and  the  cost  in  general  of  our 
Savings  Insurance.

The  first  dividend  is  paid  at  the  end  of  the  second  year  inasmuch  as  the  third  premium  is  paid.  Subsequent  divi- 
dends are  paid  at  the  end  of  each  year. 

Dividends  may  be  paid  in  cash,  in  reduction  of  premiums,  may  be  left  in  deposit  with  interest  (we  presently  pay 
3%)  or  yet  applied  to  purchase  additional  paid-up  insurance:  in  this  last  case  the  premium  is  based  on  C.S.O.  3%  net. 

We  have  earmarked  an  amount  of  surplus  this  year  to  foresee  the  dividends  we  shall  eventually  pay  on  group 
pensions.  This  dividend  has  been  based  on  the  excess  interest  earned  by  this  fund  since  the  beginning.

Cm  .se  Nation. ito  d'lCeonomio  was  founded  in  1899  and  was  operating  as  a  Life  Annuity  Company  until  1947. 
During  that  period  the  company  issued  guaranteed  and  non-guaranteed  Life  Annuities. 

Dunn,:  the  year  I'M 7  the  Company  w  as  authorized  by  the  Legislature  to  undertake  Life  Insurance  operations  and 
since  that  tune  contracts  of  Life  Insurance,  Ordinary  or  Group  were  issued  in  addition  to  Life  Annuity  contracts. 

Durins  the  year  1957  the  Caisse  Nationale  d'Assurance-Vie  merged  into  the  Caisse  Nationale  d'Economie  by  a 
total  transfer  ot  all  assets  and  liabilities  of  one  company  to  the  other.   During  the  same  year,  the  Caisse  Nationale 
mic  split  its  assets  and  liabilities  into  two  completely  different  sections,  one  including  non-guaranteed  Life 
contracts  and  the  other  section,  the  Life  Insurance  section,  including  all  Life  Insurance  and  guaranteed  Life 
uity  C  atracts.    Following  this  split  of  assets  and  liabilities,  the  Legislature  approved  a  few  modifications  of  the 
Chartei  I  i  the  Company.    The  company  was  also  authorized  to  undertake  Life  Insurance  operations  in  the  Province  of 
Ontario  during  the  same  year. 

For  explanation  in  connection  with  non-guaranteed  Life  Annuity  contracts  see  December  31st,  1947  report. 

1  iU  find  on  page  24  a  report  giving  amount  of  insurance  and  valuation  reserves  computed  by  basis  of  mortality, 
disability  tables  and  interest  rates  used. 

Mean  reserves  by  durations  are  used  generally.  Amounts  of  insurance  are  payable  at  the  end  of  the  year  of  death 
an  |  fractional  premiums  not  paid  are  deducted  from  the  amounts  of  insurance  at  death.  In  practice  we  pay  death 
claims  at  moment  of  death  and  we  neglect  that  factor  in  computing  reserves. 

In  the  Ordinary  Life  Insurance  section,  we  generally  apply  the  Commissioner's  valuation  method  when  the  CSO 
table  is  used  and  the  Canadian  Valuation  Law  method  when  AM  (5),  CM  (5),  and  NFC  tables  are  used  for  life,  endow- 
ment, term  and  temporary  addition  policies.  For  decreasing  term  policies  where  premiums  vary  according  to  amount 
of  insurance  and  age  the  reserve  is  40%  of  annual  gross  premium  and  when  the  premiums  are  level  the  reserve  is  com- 
puted according  to  a  percentage  of  the  annual  gross  premium  depending  upon  duration,  number  of  premiums  and 
duration  of  the  policy  using  a  minimum  of  40%  of  the  gross  annual  premium.  These  percentages  greater  than  40% 
must  accumulate  by  the  end  of  the  premium-period  the  value  of  the  decreasing  benefits  of  the  following  years.  For 
temporary  additions  of  the  Family  Income  Benefit  type  for  20  years  or  until  age  65,  a  percentage  of  the  annual  gross 
premium  is  used  to  compute  the  reserve  by  the  same  process  used  in  decreasing  terms  with  level  premiums  using  theo- 
retical reserves  and  deriving  percentages  based  on  in-force  distribution. 

In  the  Group  Insurance  section  the  reserve  is  computed  according  to  unearned  net  premiums,  i.e.  40%  of  gross 
premium  of  the  mode  of  payment. 

In  Ordinary  and  Group  Annuities  a  modified  net  level  premium  method  is  used  in  the  computation  of  premiums 
generally  and  the  reserve  is  the  accumulation  of  net  premiums  at  interest  only  for  Deferred  Annuities  and  the  single 
premium  of  the  annuity  according  to  NFC  table  for  vested  annuities  or  according  to  interest  only  for  annuities  certain. 
The  NFC  table  used  in  Insurance  section  as  well  as  in  Annuity  section  is  slightly  modified;  the  expectation  of  life  of  this 
modified  table  has  been  increased  by  approximately  one  year  and  a  half. 

In  the  Sinking  Fund  section  the  reserve  is  the  accumulation  of  net  premiums  at  interest. 

For  policies  where  rated  age  is  used  for  the  premium,  reserve  is  computed  as  the  standard  reserve  at  the  rated  age. 
For  policies  with  liens,  standard  reserves  are  used. 

For  policies  with  permanent  or  temporary  extra  premiums,  standard  reserves  are  used  and  50%  of  extra  annual 

premiums. 

For  Waiver  of  Premium  disability  benefits  before  age  60,  benefits  before  disability  have  been  grouped  according  to 
plan,  duration,  age  groups  and  percentages  of  annual  premiums  have  been  derived  for  each  group  on  the  basis  of  theo- 
retical reserve  computed  on  "1926  Investigation  Class  III  150%"  combined  with  CSO  3%.  Each  percentage  is  at 
least  equal  to  40%  of  the  annual  gross  premium.  For  disabled  lives  reserves  are  computed  on  the  basis  of  the  "1926 
Investigation  Class  III"  table  3%. 

In  Group-Insurance  disability  benefit  before  age  60  is  the  payment  of  amount  of  insurance  in  60  monthly  instal- 
ments and  the  reserve  for  disabled  lives  is  the  discounted  value  of  future  instalments  at  3%  interest  only. 

In  all  the  cases  our  disability  benefits  have  a  qualification  or  a  waiting  period  of  6  months. 

For  accidental  death  benefits  before  age  60  reserves  are  computed  as  40%  of  the  gross  annual  premiums  for  all 
plans  except  for  life  plans  with  limited-premium-period  ending  before  age  60.  In  limited-pay  life  plans  the  regular 
reserve  of  40%  of  gross  annual  premium  is  computed  in  addition  to  the  accumulation  at  3%  interest  of  the  excess  of 
gross  annual  premiums  of  the  plans  over  gross  annual  premiums  for  whole  life  at  the  corresponding  ages. 

For  settlement  annuities  reserve  is  the  discounted  value  at  3%  only  of  future  instalments  while  these  are  all  annui- 
ties certain. 

For  group  insurance  a  contingency  reserve  is  computed  to  take  care  of  mortality  fluctuations  and  of  conversion 
features.  This  reserve  is  equal  to  5%  of  gross  annual  premiums  for  policies  in  force  at  December  31st  plus  the  con- 
tingency reserve  of  the  previous  year.  Furthermore,  this  reserve  is  decreased  by  $75.00  per  $1,000  of  group  insurance 
converted  into  ordinary  insurance. 

There  has  been  no  change  during  the  year  in  the  bases  of  computation  of  the  reserves. 


DISTRIBUTION  OF  SURPLUS 

The  company  has  no  shareholders.  However,  its  statutes  provide  that  an  amount  up  to  a  maximum  of  10%  of 
allocated  surplus  will  be  paid  to  the  Societe  St- Jean-Baptiste  of  Montreal  when  there  will  be  a  distribution  of  dividends 

to  the  assureds. 

During  1957  annual  dividends  have  been  paid  for  policies  issued  from  1934  until  1954  for  the  following  plans: 
whole  life,  Preferred  Life,  Special  Preferred  Life,  Limited-pay  Life,  Endowments,  Terms,  Retirement  Income  Insurance, 
Retirement  Income  with  Return  of  Premiums,  Sinking  Funds,  single  premium  annuity  where  the  Life  annuity  is  vested 
or  where  the  annuity  is  certain,  policies  with  minimum  guaranteed  annuity. 

Dividends  have  been  derived  according  to  the  three  principal  sources  of  profit:  interest  profit,  mortality  profit  and 
loading  profit.  Dividend  scales  are  based  upon  the  experience  of  a  few  previous  years.  The  assumed  interest  rate  being 
3%,  part  of  the  excess  of  the  net  investment  rate  over  3%  to  the  mean  reserve  is  the  interest  profit.  The  mortality 
profit  is  a  part  of  the  difference  between  theoretical  cost  of  mortality  by  age,  by  duration  and  by  plan  and  the  death 
claims  incurred  for  each  group.  The  loading  profit  is  a  part  of  the  difference  between  loading  of  the  premiums  by  age, 
by  duration  and  by  plan  and  the  actual  expenses  allocated  to  each  group.  For,  that  purpose,  expenses  have  been 
divided  into  four  groups:  investment  expenses,  general  expenses,  acquisition  expenses  for  new  business  and  business 
operating  expenses  for  in-force  policies.  The  last  group  of  expenses  was  particularly  considered  in  the  determination  of 
the  loading  profit.  The  average  expenses  per  policy  and  per  $1,000  of  insurance  have  been  computed  to  allocate  the 
proper  expense  rates  to  different  plans  and  to  find  out  any  excess  of  the  loading  over  allocated  expenses.  For  all  policies 
where  dividends  have  been  paid  in  the  past  few  years  the  increase  in  dividend  from  one  year  to  the  next  is  generally 
equal  to  the  interest  profit  of  the  increase  in  reserve.

Life  insurance,  certificates  issued  prior  to  1st  October,  1937,  were  valued  prospectively  on  the  basis  of  the  A.M.  (5) 
Table  of  Mortality,  using  continuous  functions,  and  3%  interest.  The  net  premiums  valued  were  the  gross  premium 
less  the  fi  llowing  deductions  for  expenses  —  5%  of  the  gross  premiums  plus  $3.75  per  $1,000  per  annum.  This  expense 
alloM  ance  is  practically  the  same  as  the  expense  allowance  under  the  plans  of  insurance  issued  after  October  1st,  1937, 
and  the  effect  of  this  expense  allowance  is  that  all  policies  issued  up  to  the  date  of  this  valuation  make  practically  the 
same  contribution  to  the  expense  fund. 

Certificates  issued  between  the  1st  of  October,  1937,  and  the  31st  of  December,  1943,  were  valued  by  the  full 
preliminary  term  basis  if  the  net  premiums  for  the  certificates  were  less  than  or  equal  to  the  corresponding  20  payment 
life  net  premiums;  otherwise  they  were  valued  by  a  modified  preliminary  term  method  which  limits  the  allowance  for 
first  year  expenses,  in  the  valuation,  to  the  loading  plus  the  excess  of  the  corresponding  20  payment  life  net  premium 
over  the  net  premium  for  one  year  term  insurance  at  the  age  of  issue.  Tables  of  prepared  reserve  values  on  this  basis 
were  used;  the  net  premiums,  single  premiums  and  annuities  being  calculated  upon  the  basis  of  the  A.M.  (5)  Table  and 
3.5'  ,  interest.  The  reserves  required  for  the  waiver  of  premium  benefits  on  these  certificates  were  based  upon  the 
A.M.  (5)  Table,  Class  I  Disability,  and  Hunter's  Mortality  Table  for  Disabled  Lives. 

Certificates  issued  since  31st  December,  1943,  were  valued  on  the  same  basis  as  the  certificates  issued  between 
1st  October,  1937,  and  31st  December,  1943,  except  that  the  rate  of  interest  assumed  was  3%.  The  reserves  set  up 
for  the  optional  waiver  of  premium  and  monthly  income  benefits  payable  in  the  event  of  total  and  permanent  disability 
attached  to  some  of  these  certificates  were  equal  to  50%  of  the  gross  premiums  received  for  these  additional  benefits. 

The  disabled  cases  were  valued  as  if  they  were  paid  up,  using  A.M.  (5)  3%  single  premium  factors  for  1944  plans 
and  A.M.  (5)  3.5%  for  1937  plans. 

An  additional  reserve  of  $2.00  per  $1,000  was  set  up  for  all  policies  which  include  a  double  indemnity  benefit. 
This  average  reserve  was  estimated  from  the  Metropolitan  Accidental  Death  Table  appearing  in  Volume  34  of  the 
Transactions  of  the  Actuarial  Society  of  America. 

The  life  reinsurance  is  on  a  yearly  renewable  term  basis  and  the  reserve  credits  were  computed  on  A.M.  (5)  3% 
one  year  term  net  level  premium  basis.

MISCELLANEOUS  AND  CONSTATING  INSTRUMENTS 

Les  Prevoyants  du  Canada  is  an  organization  founded  in  the  Province  of  Quebec  in  the  year  1909,  incorporated 
that  year  by  private  act  of  Quebec,  cited  9  Edward  VII,  c.  121.  Its  charter  was  amended  in  1911  (1  Geo.  V.  c.  89); 
again  in  1918  (8  Geo.  V.  c.  122);  again  in  1921  (11  Geo.  V.  c.  148),  and  again  in  1930  (20  Geo.  V.  c.  142).  In  1926 
it  applied  for  permission  to  carry  on  business  in  Ontario,  and  the  following  year  The  Ontario  Insurance  Act  was  amended 
to  provide  for  the  licensing  of  such  organization  as  a  new  class  of  insurer  called  "pension  fund  associations"  (vide 
Stat.,  Ont.  1927,  c.  50).  This  organization  subsequently  received  its  initial  Ontario  license  under  date  of  December  3, 
1927. 

The  charter  was  again  amended  in  1942  (6  Geo.  VI,  c.  142),  whereby  the  Company  was  authorized  to  enter  into 
contracts  of  life  insurance  and  to  assume  the  assets  and  liabilities  of  the  Annuity  Fund  (La  Caisse  de  Retraite)  and 
the  Reimbursement  Fund  (La  Caisse  de  Remboursement).  The  Company  continues  to  administer  the  Pension  Fund, 
which  remains  a  separate  organization  from  Les  Prevoyants  du  Canada. 

This  Act  also  charged  the  basis  on  which  pensions  were  to  be  paid  to  members  of  the  Pensions  Fund,  as  follows: 
"Notwithstanding  any  provision  to  the  contrary,  the  rate  of  the  annual  pensions  shall  be  established  in  such 
a  way  that  the  present  value  of  the  pensioners'  pensions  at  any  time  and  the  accumulated  assessments  of  the 
members  shall  correspond  to  the  net  assets  of  Les  Prevoyants  du  Canada  (Fonds  de  Pension)."

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APPENDIX  I 
REVIEW  OF  1958  LEGISLATION 

At  the  1958  session  of  the  Legislature,  amendments  to  The  Insurance  Act  were  enacted  by 
The  Insurance  Amendment  Act,  1958.  (Chapter  42  Statutes  of  Ontario  6-7  Elizabeth  II,  1958) 
which  are  printed  below  together  with  the  explanatory  notes  which  appeared  in  the  original 
Bill  (No.  87). 

1.  —  (1)  Subclause  i  of  clause  a  of  subsection  1  of  section  105  of  The  Insurance  Act,  as  re- 
enacted  by  section  9  of  The  Insurance  Amendment  Act,  1956,  is  repealed  and  the  following  sub- 
stituted therefor: 

(1)  in  the  case  of  goods,  their  undergoing  any  process  involving  the  application  of  heaf 

(2)  Subsection  2  of  the  said  section  105  is  repealed  and  the  following  substituted  therefor: 

(2)  A  contract  to  which  this  Part  applies  covers  the  insured  property  against  loss  or  damage 
caused  by  fire  or  explosion  within  the  meaning  of  subsection  1  resulting  from  nuclear 
reaction  or  nuclear  radiation,  but,  unless  the  contract  otherwise  specifically  provides, 
the  insured  property  is  not  covered  against  loss  or  damage  caused  by  heat  or  energy 
alone  that  was  created  by  nuclear  reaction  or  nuclear  radiation. 

(2a)  Unless  a  contract  to  which  this  Part  applies  otherwise  specifically  provides,  it  does  not 
cover  the  insured  property  against  loss  or  damage  caused  by  contamination  by  radio- 
active material  directly  or  indirectly  resulting  from  fire,  lightning  or  explosion  within 
the  meaning  of  subsection  1. 

Explanatory  Notes 

Section  1  —  Subsection  1 .  The  effect  of  the  re-enactment  of  this  subclause  is  to  broaden 
the  basic  fire  cover.  The  present  provision  excludes  from  cover  all  property  damage  from  any 
process  involving  the  application  of  heat. 

All  "property"  is  now  cut  down  to  "goods." 

Subsection  2.  This  provision  is  re-enacted  in  order  to  clarify  the  limits  of  the  coverage  in- 
tended. 

2.  The  Insurance  Act  is  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following  section: 

108/>.  In  case  a  party  fails  to  name  an  appraiser  under  statutory  condition  11  of  section  108a 
within  seven  clear  days  after  being  served  with  written  notice  so  to  do,  or  in  case  the 
appraisers  fail  to  agree  upon  an  umpire  within  fifteen  days  after  their  appointment,  or 
in  case  an  appraiser  or  umpire  refuses  to  act  or  is  incapable  of  acting  or  dies,  a  judge  of 
the  county  or  district  court  of  the  county  or  district  in  which  the  appraisal  is  to  be  made 
may  appoint  an  appraiser  or  umpire,  as  the  case  may  be,  upon  the  application  of  the 
insured  or  of  the  insurer. 

Explanatory  Note 

Section  2.  This  new  provision  supplements  statutory  condition  11  which  provides  for  an 
appraisal  after  a  difference  arises  between  the  insured  and  the  insurer  as  to  the  value  of  the 
property  insured  . 

3.  Subsection  1  of  section  126  of  The  Insurance  Act  is  amended  by  striking  out  the  table  and 
inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following:

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Explanatory  Note 

SECTION  3.  This  amendment  applies  only  to  fire  insurance  written  by  farm  mutual  fire 
insurance  companies  that  write  insurance  on  the  premium  note  plan. 

The  amendment  increases  the  amount  that  can  be  retained  by  a  company  on  a  single  risk 
where  it  reinsures  the  balance.  The  increase  is  in  line  with  the  increase  over  the  years  in  the 
value  of  farms. 

4.  Section  257  of  The  Insurance  Act  is  repealed. 

Explanatory  Note 

SECTION  4.   Section  257  requires  fraternal  societies  that  write  life  insurance  on  children  to 
lin  a  separate  fund  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  these  contracts  at  maturity. 

As  a  qualified  actuary  must  now  certify  as  to  the  solvency  of  all  funds  of  fraternal  societies, 
section  257  is  obsolete.  It  is  therefore  repealed. 

5.  —  ( 1 )  Subsection  1  of  section  290  of  The  Insurance  Act  is  amended  by  inserting  after  "Act" 
in  the  fourth  line  "to  the  regulations,"  so  that  the  subsection  shall  read  as  follows: 

1  The  Superintendent  may  issue  to  any  person  who  has  complied  with  the  requirements 
of  this  Act  a  licence  authorizing  such  person  to  carry  on  business  as  an  insurance  agent 
subject  to  this  Act,  to  the  regulations  and  to  the  terms  of  the  licence. 

2  Clause  a  of  subsection  8  of  the  said  section  290  is  repealed  and  the  following  substituted 

therefor: 

(a)  has  violated  any  provision  of  this  Act  or  the  regulations  in  his  operations  as  an  insurance 
agent. 

<  3  )   Subsection  11  of  the  said  section  290  is  repealed. 

(4)  Subsection  21  of  the  said  section  290  is  repealed  and  the  following  substituted  therefor: 
(21)  The  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  may  make  regulations, 

(a)  prescribing  requirements,  qualifications  and  conditions  for  the  granting  or 
renewal  of  licences; 

(b)  providing  for  the  holding  of  examinations  for  applicants  for  licences  or 
renewals  of  licences; 

(c)  classifying  applicants  for  licences  and  restricting  or  prohibiting  the  licensing 
of  any  class  of  applicant; 

(d)  prescribing  the  grounds  upon  which  a  licence  may  be  revoked,  suspended  or 
not  renewed; 

(e)  regulating  the  method  of  handling  premiums  collected  and  requiring  and  regu- 
lating accounts  and  records  to  be  maintained  by  agents; 

(/)    requiring  agents  to  supply  information  and  make  returns  to  the  Superintendent ; 

(g)  requiring  an  agent  to  furnish  a  bond  or  other  security  and  fixing  the  amount, 
form,  requirements  and  terms  thereof; 

(h)  prescribing  forms  and  providing  for  their  use;  and 

(i)  respecting  any  other  matter  necessary  or  advisable  to  carry  out  effectively 
the  intent  and  purpose  of  this  section. 

(21a)  Regulations  made  under  subsection  21  shall  be  in  addition  to  the  provisions  of  this 
section  not  withstanding  that  the  regulations  concern  a  matter  provided  for  in 
this  section. 

Explanatory  Notes 

Section  5.  Subsections  1,  2,  and  4.  The  purpose  is  to  provide  authority  for  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  in  Council  to  make  regulations  for  the  supervision  and  control  of  insurance  agents  in 
addition  to  the  statutory  requirements. 
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Subsection  3.  Subsection  1 1  states  that  the  decision  of  the  Superintendent  of  Insurance 
to  revoke  an  insurance  agent's  licence  is  final  and  not  subject  to  appeal  if  his  decision  is  made  after 
a  hearing  and  is  in  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  his  advisory  board.  This  constitutes 
an  exception  to  the  general  rule  (set  out  in  section  12  of  the  Act)  that  any  person  aggrieved  by  any 
decision  of  the  Superintendent  may  appeal  to  the  Court  of  Appeal . 

The  effect  of  the  repeal  of  subsection  11  is  to  remove  the  exception  and  so  give  a  right  of 
appeal  in  all  cases. 

6.  —  (1)  This  Act,  except  sections  1,  2  and  4,  comes  into  force  on  the  day  it  receives  Royal 
Assent. 

(2)  Sections  1,  2  and  4  come  into  force  on  a  day  to  be  named  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor 
by  his  Proclamation. 

Explanatory  Note 

Section  6.  Sections  1 ,  2  and  4  deal  with  provisions  that  are  uniform  throughout  the  common 
law  provinces  of  Canada.  It  is  expected  that  similar  sections  will  be  passed  in  the  other  provinces 
and  that  all  will  be  proclaimed  in  force  on  the  same  day.  The  balance  of  the  Bill  deals  with  matters 
that  are  not  uniform  in  the  various  provinces  and  are  therefore  made  effective  on  Royal  Assent. 

7.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Insurance  Amendment  Act,  1958. 

Effective  Date  Summary 

Section  4  proclaimed  in  force  effective  July  t,  1958.  Sections  1  and  2  proclaimed  in  force 
effective  January  1,  1959.  Other  sections  of  Act  came  into  force  on  Royal  Assent  namely 
March  27,  1958.
